now. Efforts, io a large extent have 
been fruitless. That is if there was 
•ever fruit borne from the efforts of 
the city council, the people of Rush- 
ville never have seen it in the form of 
water. 


The latest sinking of the good coin 


•of the realm into mother earth was 
through the agency of the water com- 
mittee of the council and 'was op- 
posed by A. T. Mahin, superintendent 
of the water and light plant. 


Few people in Rushville there are 


•who do not know that" the city'coun- 
cil has been digging wells to relieve 
the water famine for the last three 
summers. 
Well, the famine is still 


Tiere. But this two thousand plunks 
was not sunk in a well. The sum that 
lias already been spent in 
digging 


wells is above and additional to this 
two thousand in question. 


It came about this way: Two of 


the wells dug in this search for wa- 
ter are down in the western part of 
the city. 
The wells were not the 


gushing kind that the council wanted. 
Anyway the water committee decided 
that it should attempt to get some 
water out of those two wells in the 
western part of the city. The com- 
mittee asked the city council to be 
allowed to buy some pumps and give 
?em a test. 


The city council said fro as far as 


you like. A. T. Mahin says do not 
waste a cent on pump? because the 
well* will nut last. Mr. Mahin pre- 
dicted that the wells would be pump- 
ed dry in a few short hours and that 
the purchase 
of 
valuable pumps 


would be like casting so much money 
into the sea. 


But the water committee decided 


it knew more r.lwmt the thing than the 
plant superintendent did So the wa- 
ter committee bought the two pnmps 
:it an outlay of fifteen hundred dol- 
lars. They have been installed, and 
yesterday one was started. 


This morning at nine o'clock the 


other pu:np was hitched on and the 
two wells were furnishing water di- 
rect to the mains. But the good work 
did not keep up long. Early this af- 
ternoon it was discovered that both 
wells had been pumped dry. And the 
season has been especially rainy at 
that. It is estimated 
that it cosl 


about five hundred dollars to install 
the pumps and connect the wells to 
the mains. 


And besides it is recalled that the 


purchase of the pnmps caused dis- 
cord in the city council. Dr. C. H 
Parsons is the chairman of this spec_- 
ial water committee which was given 
the power to investigate the cost of 
the pnmps and buy them if they saw 
fit. They saw fit:

Poor Crop and Two Weeks of Rain 


Make This Condition—No More 


Big Dinners. 


The first threshing of the season in 


Rush county was one today on the 
Roy Alexander farm a few miles 
northeast of the city. The threshing 
outfit pulled on to his farm 
this 


morning. 


The threshing season is about two 


weeks behind the usual time 
this 


year. This is due to the unfavorable 
weather that 
hampered this year's 


crop of wheat 
ever 
since it was 


planted last fall. 
One thing after 


another led to the near annihilation 
of the crop. 
The lateness of the 


threshing this year has 
brongh 


about a slight change iu the method 
of threshing crops. 
It is generally 


the case that a threshing company 
goes over the whole neighborhood 
threshing out the 
oats 
and then 


makes a second trip to all the farms 
to thresh out the wheat crop. 


But this year it's different. The 


oats was as late in ripening as was 
the wheat, and in addition much of 
the large oats crop this year was 
planted late in ground and that had 
been expected to raise wheat. Where- 
ever the wheat was a failure it was 
plowed under and oats sowed in its 
place. This year a number of the 
threshing companies will thresh the 
oats and wheat all at the same time. 


The excessive rain of the last two 


weeks has probably done more than 
any other one thing to delay thresh- 
ng. Many farmers had their wheat 
n the shock before the damp weather 
set in and much of the Rush county 
acreage has been in the shock during 
ill the long series of rains. Some of 
the wheat moulded, it is said, and 
will only help to make the yield light- 
er this year. 


There is little doubt but what the 


1912 Rush county wheat crop will be 
:hc worst failure it has been in years 
which is according to the predictions 
which have been made. The estimates 
placed on the Rush county crop has 
ranged from five to twenty bushels 
an acre. 


After taking a survey 
of their 


srheat .fields, a number of farmers 
lave decided that 
it would 
be n 


waste of time to cut and thresh the 
crop. After this decision they ran 
out the mower and cut it down like 
so much hay, ragweed and all. This 
ias been done in a number of in- 
stances. 


More and more each year are the 


farmers departing from the old cus- 
tom of serving big dinners to all the 
farmers 
and their helpers in a 


threshing company. 
In past years 


this was always the occasion for 
much sport—the annual threshing— 
and the dinners served by the coun- 
try housewives were nnnsnally large 


But in later years the custom has 


been gradually changing until there 
are very few 'companies in 
Rush 


county now im.wbich this old. plan is 
observed. As iiSmethod to Save time 
and labor, generally the fanners take 
their own dinners.

Treasurers in Smaller Towns 


Woul Make Extra Burden. 


NEW LAW PROVIDES FOR THIS 


Says Commissioners May Name Tax 


Collector For Every Place 


Over 900 Population. . 


It is probable that not many per- 


sons in Indiana will ever become fa- 
miliar with all of the laws that were 
massed by the last State legislature. 
?here is at least one law which very 
'ew people knew existed. 


This statute, if provided for by the 


lounty board 
of 
commissioners, 


vould make it possible for residents 
if all towns in the county with more 
han nine hundred inhabitants to pay 
heir county taxes in their own town. 
They would not be compelled to jour- 
ney to the county seat as has always 
>een done in the past. 


There is a contingency in the law, 


lowever. It does not have to be ex- 
ercised. All of the power of the act 
s invested in the county board of 
commissioners. If the commission- 
ers see fit to appoint deputy county 
reasurers in all towns of more than 
nine hundred population, they may 
do so. If not, the .law will never be 
if any use. 


In* a number of counties over the 


State, where the attention 
of the 


county officials has been called to the 
statute, a storm of protest has been 
called forth. 
A number of county 


reasurers have gone on record as be- 
ng decidedly opposed to the new law. 
Villiam M. McBride, Rush county 
;reasurer, was not in the city today, 
and bis views concerning the 
law 


could.could, not be learned. So far 
as is known the attention of the com- 
y commissioners was never called to 
he law: 


If applied to Rush county, the com- 


missioners could order that deputy 
county treasurers be appointed in 
Manilla, Carthage and Milroy, each 
of which are more than nine hundred 
:n population. It would be feasible 
:o name bankers, as this has been 
done in other places. 
They would 


serve for only a certain period to be 
designated by 
the 
commissioners. 


The treasurer sends his tax dupli- 
'ates for people in that town to the 
deputy and he collects the taxes and 
returns it to the county treasurer. 


The law serves, no other purpose 


:han to make an extra drain on any 
county that might see fit to use it. 
The second section of the 
statute 


lays, "that the several 
treasurers 


:ollecting taxes as provided in see- 
ion one of this act, shall be allowed 
as compensation therefor, in addi- 
tion to any other salary or compen- 
,ation now allowed to them, a sum 
not to exceed three hundred dollars 
per annum, to be fixed by the county 
aoard of commissioners." 


Under the new law the deputy musl 


be appointed. 
Then the 
question 


would be what is to be the bond of 
such a deputy? 
Then further how 


would a resident of the town pay the 
taxes on all property providing part 
was in the town and part in the town, 
ship.. The answer is that he wonlc 
have to come to Rushville to pay 
taxes outside "the corporation limits 
while under the old method he can 
pay taxes for any place in the coun- 
ty at the banks which are certified 
depositories.

FUNERAL AT KNIGHTSTOWN 


Is Last of Family of Doctors—0. 


P. Onion Was His Only 


Child. 


Word was received here today of 


the death of Dr.. J. C. Dillon which 
occurred yesterday at a sanitorium 
in Oxford, Ohio. The remains will be 
taken to Kuightstown where the fun- 
eral will be held tomorrow afternoon. 


Dr. Dillon was at one time a prom- 


inent physician of this county and 
was a native of Center township. He 
was sixty-seven, years old and was 
the, son of Dr. A. C. Dillon, who was 
one of the early practitioners of the 
county. Dr. J. C. Dillon was born 
June 27,1845, and was reared on the 
old Dillon homestead. He was edu- 
cated .in the common schools and for 
a time attended DePauw University. 
In 1869 he was graduated from the 
Ohio Medical 
College, 
Cincinnati, 


and took up the practice of medicine 
in partnership with his father. 


He was married to Mary J. Fiorea 


in October, 1868. 
Dr. Otto P. Dillon, 


who was killed several years ago, at 
the Main street crossing of the C. JL - 
& D. railway when the automobile 
in which he was riding was hit by a 
train, was the only child. Dr. J. C. 
Dillon had been an invalid for many 
years and had been an inmate of the 
Oxford sanitorium for several years. 


At one time Dr. Dillon ranked as 


one of the leading physicians cf tKe 
county and will be remembered by 
many. He was the last of the Dillon 
family atid has no direct survivors.

POLICE SCANDAL 


Gotham Shocked By the Accum- 


ulating Evidence. 


GOING TO GET TO BOTTOM OF IT 


Private Funds Have Been Placed at 


the Disposal of District Attorney 
Whitman to Put Burns Sleuths on 
the Trail in an Effort to Run Down 
Evidences of Alleged Police Graft 
Murder Conspiracy. 


New York, July 19.— When "Bald Jack 


Rose, Lieutenant Becker's friend, sur- 
rendered and William Shapiro,, part 
owner of the car Rose hired for Ro- 
senthal's killers, admitted that he had 
been told when the car was engaged 
that policemen had knowledge of what 
his passengers were going to do 'and 
that nobody was in any danger, the 
hunt for the men who killed Herman 
Rosenthal quickened. 


Bald Jack told a tale to the district 


attorney of the busiest night he ever 
spent in his life — last Monday night — 
when he worked up evidence for his 
friend Becker against Rosenthal and 
then went on the auto ride that had 
for its purpose the death of Rosenthal. 
The most important part of his revela- 
tions was the name of a gambler and 
gang fighter who rode in the Libby- 
Shapiro car with him and Itzke and 
Shapiro. This man's name is Schaaps 
and half the police department are 
sweeping the town for him. 


Looks Bad for the Police. 


Shapiro's story offered to the dis- 


trict attorney— as evidence that the 
man in his fear and hatred of the po- 
lice Is willing to Become a state's wit- 
ness if the district attorney will let 
him— emphasized Mr. Whitman's be- 
lief that the killing of Rosenthal did 
not spring from the enmity of a clique 
of gamblers. 
Mr. Whitman did not 


question Shapiro, but he will collect 
the details of Shapiro's information 


WHITMAN CHARGES N. Y. 


POLICE WITH MURDER. 


"I accuse the police department 


of New York; through certain mem- 
bers of It, with having murdered 
Herman Rosenthal. Either directly 
or Indirectly it was because of them 
that he was slain In cold blood, 
with never a chance for his life. 
"Just as he was about to give Im- 
portant additional evidence and to 
give the names of eight or ten men 
who could and1 would support his 
charges, just as he was preparing 
~to come to my house with these 
•matters so as to avail himself of 
privacy, just as the situation shapes 
up most dangerously for the police 
Involved, he is killed, and with him 
dies his evidence. 


"There were five policemen with- 
in 300 feet of the shooting when it 
took place. 


"Two 
were within 100 feet of it; 
one was within fifty feet of it 


"Yet five men were able to shoot 


to pieces the head of a grand jury 
witness, get Into an automobile and 
escape without being even serious- 
ly" Inconvenienced, and this at 2 
o'clock in the morning in a brightly 
lighted street forty feet oft Broad- 
way and In front of a place that 
was filled with people. 


"From where the farthest away 
policeman stood, on Broadway just 
around the corner from the Metro- 
pole, it took just fifteen seconds to 
reach the spot by running. The 
nearest policeman was less than 
two soconds away. Yet not one of 
the five got near enough to threat- 
en the murderers."—Statement by 
District Attorney Whitman.

In line with 
information 


from an official department to the dis- 
trict attorney, "that it looks, after all, 
as if policeman had been mixed up in' 
the Rosenthal case." 


This factor in the situation has pro- 


duced two new features. Mayor Gay- 
nor, not satisfied with the explanation 
that Rosenthal was slain in a gam- 
bler's feud, has begun an investiga- 
tion to determine what policemen 
might have had an interest in Rosen- 
thal's murder. 


William J. Burns, who conferred 


with the district attorney today, will 
have men at work on this feature of 
the case immediately. The county has 
no funds to pay Burns, but the money 
has been promised by private citizens 
who want to see what they consider 
the most shocking scandal in years 
cleared up.

collar in a corner, was scrawled in dis- 
jointed sentences a confession of the 
horrid crime, with a statement that In 
killing himself he was following his 
father's advice. Samuel Schwartz, the 
father of the boy, positively identified 
the body. The father repeated 'to the 
coroner what he had told the grand 
jury about Nathan's confession to him, 
and recognized the handwriting on .the 
scraps of paper and walls, thereby of- 
ficially establishing his son as the 
slayer of the Bronx girl.

The warden said 
that Wireless Wilson left there, pre- 
sumably to give testimony, on July 1, 
and that the Tombs has not seen him 
since.

er, Shea, nor where he is keeping Wil- 
son.

INDIANA LEADS OTHER STATES 


United States Department cf Agricul- 


ture Has Found Hoocier State to Be 
Far Ahead of All Others in Organi- 
zation of Agricultural 
Extension 


Clubs in Public Schools and Will Aid 
In Pushing the Cause. 


Lafayette, Ind., July 19.—That the 


agricultural extension department of 
Purdue university in co-operation with 
the United States department of agri- 
culture will shortly put into the field 
in Indiana an expert organizer of boys 
and girls' clubs in the rural schools of 
the state is the announcement made 
by Professor George I. Christie, super- 
intendent cf that department at Pur- 
due.- Indiana is the first state to be 
honored by the government in under- 
taking this work, and some beneficial 
results are expected. 
The United 


States department of agriculture has 
found Indiana to be far ahead of other 
states in the organization of these 
boys and girls' clubs, and 
regards 


these clubs as one of the most import- 
ant moves toward interesting young 
people in agriculture and keeping 
them on the farms. 


The organizer, who will begin his 


work Sept. 1, will be in the employ of 
both the government and of Purdue 
university, and will work in all parts 
of Indiana, organizing the boys and 
girls of every country school for the 
purpose of stimulating interest in ag- 
riculture and its allied subjects, as 
well as in home making and b,ouse- 
hold work for the girls. The agricul- 
tural extension department of Purdue 
has already organized such clubs in 
thirty-five counties of the state, and 
more than 10,000 boys and girls are 
already enrolled. This is far more 
than any other state can boast of. 


Indiana is regarded as the pioneei 


In this work, and Prof. George I. Chris- 
tie has directed practically all of the 
work thus far. 


BANK NOT HURT 


Stockholders of Geneva Bank Make 


Up Male's Peculations. 


Geneva, Ind., Juyl 19.—According tc 


the report of the examiners, William B. 
Hale, 
the assistant cashier of the 


Bank of Geneva, who hanged himself 
when the state bank examiners came 
to investigate his books, was a default- 
er 
to 
the 
amount 
of 
$14,250. 


That amount the examiners checked 
against him. The directors at once 
ordered an assessment on the stock- 
holders and the money necessary to 
pay off the shortage was raised imme- 
diately. The public was notified and 
the bank will continue to do business 
as usual. 


Hale stole the $14,250 by manipulat- 


ing the numbers on the certificates ol 
deposit with a rubber stamp and made 
false entries in the books to corre- 
spond with them. It is believed he 
rot away with a large amount of in- 
terest paid in and not credited. The 
general belief is that Hale got away 
with not less than $25,000 in various 
ways. In addition to the money taken 
from the bank, the filching of interest, 
and the "short changing" of custom- 
ers, Hale spent about $7,000 placed in 
his hands by the mother of his first 
wife. And nearly all of this money 
went in high living and being a real 
sport.

THE GROWTH OF THE KINGDOM. 


J^ESSON TEXT-Mark 1:26-32, Matt. 13: 
S3. 


GOLDEN TEXT-"Thy kingdom come, 
thy trill be done, as in heaven sp on 
•earth."—Matt. 6:10. 


Last week we observed the fact 


that the genesis of this new kingdom 
Jesus came to establish was to be 
the life, his life, when was as seed. 
The reception of the seed in various 
eorts of soil, however, made a vast dif- 
.lerence as to the ultimate outcome. 


:Today -we may observe from these 
•words of the Master what are to be 
the processes of the establishing of 


:the kingdom, for we do not read into 
this parable a record of the final con- 
sumation, but rather that these para- 
bles reveal different aspects of the 
came general process. 


While it is true that this first para- 


. -We is only recorded by St Mark it is 


In reality a complement of these para- 
jbles about the kingdom found in the 
thirteenth of Matthew and elsewhere. 
!We have already noted that the seed 
is the word, Luke 8-11, and that the 
soil is the hearts of men, but here 
'Jesus tells us that In the spiritual 
as In the material 
universe man 


"knoweth not how" the life principle 
prorogates itself. It Is a 
helpful 


thought to every Christian 
worker 


that he is not to be held accountable 
lor that part of the process; his part 
1* to be that of the man who shall 
cast the seed into the ground. Not 
upon,'.but "into." 
(v. 26). Having 


thus planted the seed let him 'sleep 
and rise again" e. g., let him trust a 
wise God to see to It that the seed 
germinate and bring forth. All of 
your worrying and mine cannot hasten 
the process nor change the result once 
the seed is sown, so let us be care- 
ful to sow them right and as far as 
possible be sure we plant it In proper- 
ly prepared soil. 


Process Is Gradual. 


Again let us beware of presumptu- 


ousness "he knoweth not how." Can 
you, my reader, define life? Can you 
explain the transmission, the develop- 
ment, the propagation of life? We ac- 
cept the results %of these things in na- 
ture without questioning, why stagger 
at similar things in the spiritual 
realm? Why question the reality of 
the Christian life when we see all 
about us its results? In verses 22 and 
23 of this same chapter we are ad- 
monished that if we have ears "let 
him hear" (a positive injunction) and 
almost the very next word tells us 
to "take heed what we hear." Going 
on down to verse 28 of the lesson 
•we see clearly the reason for these 
•words, for our lives will grow and will 
reproduce each after Its own kind. If 
we BOW wheat we reap wheat. If we 
allow tares to be sown in our lives 
we shall reap tares. 
, The process is a gradual one, but a 
cure one. "First the blade, then the 
•ear, and then the full corn in the 
car." 
The harvest will not take place 


until the process be completed. It is 
not till the fruit is ripe that the hus- 
bandman puts forth his sickle. We 
are not to bother ourselves so much 
~with the process as we are to guard 
the source. Sow good seed and God 
•will see to it that it shall bring forth. 
Let us not expect the "full corn" of 
ripe experience from the "tender 
blade" of early Christian life. Let us 
have patience till these young Chris- 
tians have time to reach the full ma- 
turity of their powers. Jesus the har- 
vester of this parable knew when to 
put in the sickle, viz., when the fruit 
Is "ripe," (v. 29, R. V.) 


The Main Truth. 


'Locking back over history his was 


Indeed "less than all the seeds in the 
«arth," yet he set Into motion those 
principles and powers that have 
caused his kingdom to become great 
in the earth (Isa. 9:7.) ilnder the 
branches of this kingdom bar* lodged 
the weary and the stricken ones. The 


leaven wnicn a woman ma in tne 
.three measures of meal we need to re- 
fer to Paul's inspired words as record, 
ed in 1 Cor. 5:5-7 and Gal. 5:8-9. Here 
Paul explicitly tells us that leave,n is 
a type of sin. That we who are in 
Christ are a new lump, unleavened. 
That the old leaven is that of malice 
and wickedness, but that we who have 
put away leaven are the bread of sin- 
cerity and truth. What do we there- 
fore Infer? Viz., that as, growing up 
alongside the good seed shall also 
grow the tares with fruitage of death 
and decay.

Thomas H. Marshall is the tenth 


Indiana mau to be nominated a can- 
didate for the vice presidency of the 
United States and, if the Democrats 
are successful in the national cam- 
paign this fall,, he will be the fourth 
Hoosier elected to that place. Though 
Indiana was admitted to the union In 
1816, the state first figured on the 
presidential ticket in the troublesome 
times of 1852, making its debut mod- 
estly with a vice presidential candi- 
date on the federal Democratic ticket, 
George W. Julian, who did not re- 
ceive a single electoral vote. 


Schuylef Colfax of 
South Bend, 


one pf the giant figures in national 
politics during 
the 
reconstruction 


period, -ivas the- first Indiana man to 
beetfme a partner to the occupant of 
the White House. Colefax was elec- 
ted in 1868 as a running mate of U. 
S. Grant on the Republican ticket. 
Colfax was not 
renominated 
four 


years later when Grant was elected 
to a second term. 


Thomas A. Hendricks and Charles 


W. Fairbanks were the other Indiana 
men who have been successful as vice 
presidential candidates. 
Hendricks, 


the fourth nominee for that 
office 


from Indiana, was first defeated 
when he ran with Samuel J. Tildon.of 
Xew York, in 1876 on the Democratic 
ticket. This ticket that year won a 
plurality of more than a quarter of 
a million, but in the political fight 
that followed lost the electoral col- 
lege by one vote. 


Hendricks became vice president 


as the running mate of Grover Cleve- 
land on the Democratic ticket in 
1S84.

Electors' Duties. 


There .ought to be no doubt about 


the vote of a presidential elector. Un- 
der the wise and democratic custom 
which has pervailed 'almost from the 
beginning of the republic, the elector 
is required to cast -his vote for the 
candidates named by the national 
convention of the party which selec- 
ted him for that duty. He is merely 
a vehicle ft>r 4he expression of the 
wishes of that party. It is true that 
under the letter of the constitution he 
has the right to cast his vote for 
whomever he pleases, but no elector 
has yet had hardihood to vote for any 
man for resident who was not the 
regularly nominated candidate of the 
party which the elector was chosen 
to represent. That candidate may be 
personally repugnant to the 'elector; 
the elector, between the time of his 
state convention and the general elec- 
tion, may have radically changed his 
political views; yet he is morally ob- 
ligated to cast his ballot for the 
nominee of the pary which appointed 
;him its voting agent. He has no 
iersonal choice in the matter.

International Controversy Over the 


Granting to American Vessels of the 
Free Use of Panama Canal Is Ex- 
pected to Reach an Acute Stage 
With the Arrival of England's Sup- 
plementary Statement of Protest. 


Washington, July '19.—The state de- 


partme'ht is not yet in receipt of the 
expected supplementary statement of 
the British protest againts the pend- 
ing proposal to permit American ships 
to use the Panama canal without 
charge. A. Mitchell Innes, charge d'af- 
faires and counselor of the British 
embassy, called upon Secretary Knox 
to announce that he 'had not received 
any additional instructions from his 
government nor the formal document 
of protest which he had informed the 
department was coming. Inasmuch as 
the British statement had not arrived, 
Mr. Knox and Mr. Innes agreed they 
would not enter upon any discussion 
of the British protest at this time. Mr. 
Innes came down to Washington from 
the summer embassy at Kinco, Me., 
for the purpose of delivering the pro- 
test to Secretary Knox. He announc- 
ed that he would remain in Washing- 
ton until the document reached him. 


Though the formal statement of the 


British position has not been received, 
your correspondent is able to give for 
the first time reasoning upon which 
the British protest is based. 
Secre- 


tary Knox, it can be said, is already 
in possession of the arguments which 
England advances in the formal docu- 
ment now on its way to Washington. 
The British government in entering 
the protest against the proposed legis- 
lation, will call attention to the fact 
that England has always acted with 
the utmost good feeling toward the 
United States, especially in regard tc 
the isthmian canal and matters affect- 
ing South and Central America gener- 
ally. 


..• The United States will be reminded 
by the "British government that that 
government cheerfully entered into an 
agreement facilitating the construc- 
tion by the United States of the Pan- 
ama canal. The removal of the diffi- 
culties in the way of the construction 
of the canal by the United States in 
the Clayton-Buiwer treaty was proof 
positive of this friendly spirit, it will 
be stated. Had Great Britain refused 
to eliminate this treaty by declinhg 
to negotiate the Hay-Pauncefcte trea- 
ty, the United States would have been 
most seriously embarrassed in its en- 
deavor to construct alone the canal. 


The British government is likewise 


prepared to remind the United States 


d that England gave acquiescence to the 


fortification of the canal by the United

DENEEN POWERLESS 
TO NAME A SEhATOB 


Illimiis Attorney General Inter- 


prets Situation. 


Springfield, 111, July 19. — Attorney 


General Stead holds, in a lengthy opin- 
ion submitted to Governor Deneen, 
that there is no vacancy in the office 
of senator in the 
congress of the 


United States at this time from tb.e 
state o£ Illinois, within the meaning 
of the second paragraph of Section 3 
of Article 1 of the constitution o£ the 
United States. 


The attorney general holds that the 


governor has not the power to appoint 
a senator, following the action of the 
United States senate in declaring the 
election of William Lorimer void. 


The attorney general says the sen- 


ate, having determined that Lorimer's 
election was invalid, it follows that, so 
far as the question of the power of the 
governor to appoint is concerned, the 
situation is the same as if the legisla- 
ture of Illinois in 1909 had made no 
attempt to elect a senator to succeed 
Albert J. Hopkins, whose regular term 
expired on March 3,1909. 


In other words, the legal effect of 


the determination of the senate that 
the election of Lorimer was invalid, is 
that the legislature of Illinois in 1909 
failed to elect a senator.

free use of the canal for Amrelean 
ships.'

When the receipt is made 
he bank is charged with the amount 
of the .tax and held responsible for 
his amount. Each bank does between 
:wenty and twenty-five thousand dol- 
ars' worth of tax business for the 
county annually. 
In this way the 


;ax money draws interest just 
as 


soon as 'the receipt is made.
